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Union Makes 
Point 50-50 
Pact on Wheat 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Water- 


front unions are ready to re- 
sume loading ships with U.S. 
wheat for the Soviet Union by 
the end of the week after end- 
ing a 10-day boycott. 


The White House announced 


late Tuesday that the unions 
had agreed to load the wheat 
after President Johnson pledged 
that—in all future grain deals 
with the Soviet Union—half of 
the cargo would be carried in 
U.S. ships. 


The late President John F. 


Kennedy had agreed to ship half 
of the grain in American ships 
when the sales were arranged 
last fall. But the way was left 
open then to waive the require- 
ment. 


The 50-50 agreement will not 


cover the sale of 1 million tons 
of wheat to the Soviet Union by 
the Continental Grain Co., be- 
cause final details of that deal 
have already been worked out. 


Three unions—the Internation- 


al Longshoreman's Association, 
the National Maritime Union 
and the Seafarers' International 
Union—started the boycott after 
the U.S. Maritime Administra- 
tion agreed to let Continental 
ship 62 per cent of the wheat in 
non-American ships. 


In Houston, Tex., where the 


freighters 
Ingui and 
Umran 


have been idled by the boycott, 
the agent for the Ingui said he 
was certain it would be loaded 
this week, after the Umran is 
filled. Both are to carry Conti- 
nental wheat. 


Sites Studied 
for New Tech 
Schools 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


Arkansas Advisory Council for 
the Vocational-Technical Schoo 
Program sternly advised cities 
Tuesday to include 40 acres o 
lond in their proposed schoo 
sites.

school sites 'to the state Board 
of Education and left the clear 
understanding that a city offer 
ing a 40-acre site would get con 
sideration before one offering 
less land. 


The council voted to accep

July 
1 application 


from cities wanting schools. It 
will select four sites, one in 
each of the four districts which 
do not now have 
technical 


schools. 


The 1957 act establishing the 


program called for schools in 
each of the six congressional 
districts. The first school was 
built in the old 6th District at 
Pine Bluff, the second in the old 
5th District at Morrilton. 


The 1963 Legislature appro- 


priated $55.,000 for new schools, 
and the council believes it can 
build four schools within the 
next few months with federal 
matching funds.

Gregory was arrested and 


jailed Feb. 17 with William 
Hansen, a white field secretary 
for the Student Non-Violent Co- 
ordinating Committee. Hansen 
was given the same sentence. 
Both are free on $2,500 appeal 
bonds. 


During their four-day stay in 


jail, 40 Negroes were arrested 
in demonstrations protesting the 
white-only policy of the cafe. 


Gregory also was fined $50 


and costs Tuesday by Steed for 
arriving 33 minutes late for his 
trial. Steed cited him for con- 
tempt of court. 


The other 40 persons arrested 


are to be tried March 19—also 
for not leaving the cafe at Wat- 
son's request.

has finally been brought into the 
Bobby Baker hearings and Re- 
publicans have warned it is an 
angle that shouldn't be "hushed 
up." 


The party girl question was 


flung into the public record 
Tuesday for the first time as 
the Senate Rules Committee 
questioned Baker, resigned sec- 
retary to the Senate's Demo- 
cratic majority, about his busi- 
ness dealings. 


Sen. Carl T. Curtis, R-Neb., 


asked Baker whether he had 
supplied entertainment "includ- 
ing party girls" for various 
businessmen. 


Baker refused to answer. 
The committee also released 


a transcript of a Dec. 10 closed 
door session in which Curtis 
and Sen. Hugh Scott, R - Pa., 
argued the committee's author- 
ity to explore such matters. 


Curtis contended that girls 


were solicited on government 
telephone 
lines, 
entertained 


prospective customers and thus 
were part of the "business pro- 
motion apparatus." 


Scott said he also believec 


"the use of call girls" for busi- 
ness promotions was well within 
the scope of the Baker investiga 
tion. 


A reporter's efforts to reach 


Scott for comment proved fruit 
less. Curtis suggested it was too 
soon to give all details and 
(here was no comment from the 
committee's chairman, Sen.

Historic Tax 
Cut Only Step 
From Reality

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate sent President Johnson 
today the bill cutting taxes by 
the biggest amount in history. 


Johnson, who has been prod- 


ding Congress for speed on the 
$11.5 - billion reduction almost 
from the day he took office,' 
plans to sign it later in the day 
and possibly use the occasion 
to address the American people 
by television. 


The bill cuts taxes of 80 mil- 


lion individual taxpayers by an 
average of about 19 per cent as 
well as of 550,000 corporate tax- 
payers by an average of 9 per 
cent. 


Only the Senate vote was re- 


quired to complete congression- 
al action on the bill today. All 
debate in both branches was 
wrapped up Tuesday and the 
House cleared the compromise 
measure 326-83. 


Formalities such as prepar- 


ing an engrossed copy of 
the 


bill were completed in advance 
so that it could be rushed to 
the White House. 


With Johnson signing today, 


pay checks delivered starting 
March 4 should reflect the new 
lower tax withholding rates pro- 
vided in the bill. 


The House passed the compro- 


mise version of the legislation 
Tuesday 326 to 83. The Senate 
is expected to give similar over- 
whelming approval. 


The bill will bring rate cuts 


for all of the nation's 80 million 
individual and 550,000 corporate 
taxpayers. 


The tax savings will average 


around 19 per cent for individ- 
uals. They will be somewhat 
less for those in middle income 
brackets, higher at the bottom 
and top of the scale.

JUST WHY DO MEN LIVE 


SUCH SHORT LIVES? 


By DR. JOYCE BROTHERS 


Dear Dr. Brothers: I read al- 


most every day in the obituary 
columns about men who die al- 
most in their prime. I'm most 
distressed about the short life 
span of husbands in compari- 
son with their wives because I 
love my husband, and besides, 
my children 
need him. Dr. 


Brothers, why do men live such 
short lives? —Vi. 


Dear Vi: Dr. Ashley Monta- 


gue in his famous book, "The 
Natural Superiority of Women," 
goes into all sorts of reasons 
why women live longer. He 
traces it physically from be- 
fore birth. 


But 
from 
somewhat 
more 


study about the question, psy- 
chologists are inclined to think 
that the short life span of men 
has many 
psychological rea- 


sons for it, too. One of the lead- 
ing psychiatrists, Dr. Ira Alt- 
schulder, thinks this. He says 
the American male goes to his 
grave too soon because he keeps 
his mouth shut, when he ought 
to be blowing off steam. 


He says wives chew the rag 


over the back fence with neigh- 
bors, and the interchange is 
quite 
healthy. 
The tidbit-ex- 


changing wife is both better ad- 
justed, and happier, and will 
outlast her husband, who rare- 
ly has such a confidential ex- 
change. 


Agree or not, Dr. Altschulder 


says all this "between us girls" 
interchange is needed, and is a 
fine escape. Even if her hus- 
band neglects her, her ego be- 
conies satisfied. 


And then, too, she's greatly 


catered to. As a consumer, she 
gets constant notice and praise. 
The woman who wants to live 
long and happily had better slay 
home, says this Detroit psychia- 
trist. 


Of course, part-time work is 


something else. But the round- 
the-year 
daily 
grind—no, 
he 


says. 
The 
minute 
the 
wife 


plunges itno the ful-timc busi- 
ness world, she catches all the 
male's 
ailments 
— stresses, 


strains, and more specifically, 
ulcers. 


How should we go about cur- 


ing this all-too-short life span 
of males? Dr. Altschulder lias a 
prescription. We should encour- 
age them in small talk, and per- 
sonal interchanges more. Males 
have the urge, psychiatrists say, 
but they consider it a mascu- 
line virtue to suppress it. The 
result: frustration plus hyper- 
tension. 


That's what one of our lead- 


ing psychiatrists says. Gossip 
would be good for men. Their 
life insurance rates would drop, 
and there would be fewer wid- 
ows. Of course, this new idea 
of talkative males may set you 
back a bit, but it could have at 
least one asset. You could chit- 
chat more with your husband. 
Right now, their habitual sil- 
ence, say at meals, rates at 
least as number three reason 
why men in general seem to be 
so hard to fathom. They act 
differently than we do. If Dr. 
Altschulder had his way, they'd 
be a lot less hard to recognize 
as communicative human be- 
ings.

Dear Dr. Brothers: At what 


age do people lose their sexual 
urges? —Mr. X. 


Dear Mr. X.: Younger people 


usually feel that elderly people 
have no interest in sex 'and that 
the loss of sexual abilities is a 
natural accompaniment to ag- 
ing. Recently a team of doctors 
at Duke University conducted a 
study to test this' theory. They 
selected 250 men and women 
between the ages of 60 and 93. 


The results of the study came 
a surprise to many. 


The Duke study found that, 


"given conditions of reasonably 
good health and partners who 
are physically healthy" old peo- 
ple can enjoy sex in their 60's, 
70's, 80's and even 90's. 


Now this doesn't mean that 


everybody will keep an inter- 
est in sex that long, just as ev- 
erybody does not remain healthy 
and in good physical condition 
in their old age. But the study 
does indicate that many more 
elderly persons continue a sex 
life than is generally supposed. 
More than 50 per cent of the 
couples studied at Duke state 
that sex still played a part in 
their lives. They also stated that 
because of social disapproval of 
jsuch activities at their age, 


i many of them developed guilt 
feelings about their relations. 
There is no reason for them to 
do so because it lias been found 
:to be quite normal for there to 
be more than just companion- 
ship in the marriage of couples 
later in life.
